Silence Do esn't Help 


The breach between Presiden t Nix on 
an d the Con gress widen s. 
The Democratic majorities in the 
House 
an d 
Sen ate 
already 
have 
charged 
the 
chief 
ex ecutive 
with 
usurpation of legislative powers by 
withholdin g appropriated fun ds. 
Now the Presiden t has added fuel 
to the flames by orderin g past an d 
presen t members of his person al staff 
to turn down requests to appear for­ 
mally before con gression al commit­ 
tees. 
Con gress is in cen sed at the order, 
particularly n ow over the question of 
White House in volvemen t in spy in g on 
the Democrats in the 1972 campaign , 
but there appears n othin g that the 
solon s can do about it. 
It should be poin ted out that the 
procedure is n ot n ew. Just about every 
Presiden t from George Washin gton 
down to the 20th Cen tury has used the 
device for his own purpose. Accord­ 
in g to Con gression al Quarterly , a n on ­ 
partisan research organ ization , Pres­ 
iden t Ken n edy in voked the privilege 
13 times, Presiden t John son twice an d 
Presiden t Nix on II times. 
Nevertheless every time a Presiden t 
preven ts on e of his aides from talk­ 
in g to a con gression al committee, it 
does arouse suspicion . In evitably the 
question arises—what does he have 
to hide? 
In defen se of his stan d, Mr. Nix on 
asserted Mon day that “White House 
staff members must n ot be in hibited 
by the possibility that their advice 
an d assistan ce will ever become a 
matter of public debate, either dur­ 
in g their ten ure in govern men t or at 
a later date.“ 
The Presiden t main tain s that ex ecu- 


tive privilege is bein g ex ercised on ly 
where “disclosure would harm public 
in terest.“ But his critics remain un ­ 
con vin ced. They are an x ious, for ex ­ 
ample, to hear testimon y from White 
House coun sel John W. Dean with re­ 
gard to the Watergate in vestigation . 
Mr. Dean reportedly sat in on in ter­ 
views of White House aides con ducted 
by the FBI in to various aspects of the 
buggin g of Democratic headquarters 
in Washin gton . Con gress would like to 
kn ow more about Mr. Dean 's role. 
The in formation the legislators obtain 
also would have a bearin g on their at­ 
titude toward L. Patrick Gray , who has 
been n omin ated to be perman en t FBI 
director. 
Mr. Nix on has preceden t an d the con ­ 
stitution behin d him in in sistin g on his 
staff’s right to keep silen t but in this 
case it is difficult to see where such tes­ 
timon y would harm the public in terest. 
Rather, it appears that the public 
would be served. 
Even though there have been con ­ 
viction s in the Watergate case, clouds 
of doubt remain an d it would seem 
that every on e—in cludin g the White 
House staff—would ben efit from a 
clearin g of the air. 
In other situation s such as the re­ 
fusal to allow Hen ry Kissin ger to tes­ 
tify formally at an open hearin g, the 
Presiden t was on more secure groun ds. 
It well could have been that Dr. Kis­ 
sin ger's remarks could in some man ­ 
n er have disrupted delicate peace 
n egotiation s. 
But 
in 
the 
complex 
Watergate-FBI affair, it would appear 
that the lid has been clamped tight 
because of possible embarrassmen t to 
the admin istration . 


Helping the Ma ilma n 


The Postal Service has been un der 
fire for in efficien cy , but it has a Pro­ 
gram for Alcoholic Recovery , which 
other busin esses an d agen cies would 
do well to emulate. 
The past four 
y ears have seen 2,000 Postal Service 
employ es rehabilitated at a savin g of 
$10 million . The postal authorities say 
it saves $3.000 to train a replacemen t 
for every alcoholic, plus the high cost 
of pilferage. 
An ex pan ded program 
will cost $5.1 million a y ear but ex ­ 
pects to save $37 million in improved 
efficien cy of rehabilitated employ es. 
The alcoholic postman ’s story is n o 


differen t from that of man y a commu­ 
ter or an y other jobholder. In stead of 
“givin g him the sack,“ the Postal Ser­

A livin g sports legen d comes to town 
Saturday n igh t, 41 y ears after h is first ap­ 
pearan ce h ere in 1932. He’s been h ere fre­ 
quen tly in th e in terim but th is could be th e 
last time aroun d for th e man on ce kn own as 
th e Toscan in i of th e Lan es. 
An dy Varipapa, th e 8 2-y ear-old bowlin g 
Hall of Fame immortal, will be in town to 
address th e an n ual Hall of Famé ceremon ies 
of th e Kin gston Bowlin g Association at th e 
Waln ut Grove wh ere th e KBA will en sh rin e 
Jack Ferraro, Ch arles Grun en wald an d Man - 
n ie Colao amon g th e livin g an d Alvin Kieffer 
an d Reuben Leven th al posth umously . 


Varipapa, who achiev ed his earliest fame 
as an ex hibition bowler and trick shot artist, 
prov ed in 1947 and 194 8 that he could do it 
all, when he won back-to-back championships 
in the BPAA National All Star tournament. 
“ I was th e first bowler to ever repeat in 
th at tourn amen t,” , h e recalls proudly . "An d I 
was 57 y ears old wh en I did it.” He casually 
forgets to men tion th at h e almost made it 
th ree straigh t, losin g to Th erman Gibson of 
of Detroit in th e last box of th e last game in 
th e n ex t tourn amen t. 


You’d th in k th at a man 82 y ears old 
would be pretty well set in h is way of doin g 
th in gs. So, after bowlin g righ t-h an ded for 64 
y ears, 
Varipapa switch ed to becomin g a 
south paw bowler. Wh y ? 
“ Because I bowl well left-h an ded,” an ­ 
swers th e octogen erian , n ever a man to down ­ 
grade h is ability . “I roll th e ball better left- 
h an ded.” 
How much better, An dy ? 
“ I don’t bowl for big scores,” he ex plains. 
“ I bowl to keep activ e . . . keep my bones 
oiled up. I don’t bowl by the game either, I 
bowl by the hour. Three or four times a week 
1 go ov er to a center in Huntington (L.I.) and 
bowl two or three hours by my self.” 


Bom in Calabria, Italy , in 1891, Varipapa 
first became aw are of bowlin g at age 13. On 
th e way h ome from th e Brookly n butch er sh op 
wh ere h e worked, An dy passed a bowlin g cen ­ 
ter an d stopped to watch th e better bowlers 
in pot-game match es. Pot h ad a differen t con ­ 
n otation in th ose day s. 
At 16 h e on ce rolled 18 strikes in a row 
in competition with an oth er y oun gster, an d 
th e famous Varipapa career was laun ch ed. 
After win n in g th e Brookly n -Queen s In dividual 
Ch ampion sh ips in 1929, An dy , 
a sturdy 165- 
poun der with broad sh oulders an d iron grip, 
began to develop th e repertoire of trick sh ots 
th at made h im world famous. 


“ I design ed most of th em in my dreams,” 
An dy quips. “ On e sh ot led to an oth er an d soon 
I became a sh owman .” But An dy ’s first big 
performan ce before th e public didn ’t come un -* 
til 1931 wh en h e rolled a 782 series in a team 
m atch in volvin g New York an d Ph iladelph ia 
teams. 
For the nex t 15 y ears he bowled mostly 
In ex hibitions and match games. He made 
fiv e motion pictures on bowling from 1934 
through 1957 and Is quick to point out that the 
first one, MGM’s ’Strikes and Spares’ was 
nominated for an Oscar. During the last sev - 


eral y ears, Andy has made two films for the 
National Bowling Council in connection with 
NBC’s 5 0-Plus Program, designed to keep 
people ov er 50 phy sically activ e. 


Varipapa was th e greatest of th e Italian - 
American bowlers wh en th at breed domin ated 
th e ten pin world. His con temporaries were 
gian ts like Joe Falcaro, wh o alway s referred 
to h im as (th e greatest bowler I ever saw); 
Jimmy (Carrara) Smith . Barn ey Spin ella, 
Ton y Sparan do, Jim Murgie, Eddie Boiten , 
Walter tSkan g) Mercun o an d Fran * Caruan a. 
Th e jtalian -American s are n o lon ger pre­ 
emin en t in ten pin s, th e best of th e curren t 
crop bein g Joh n n y Petraglia, Mike Lemon - 
gello an d Carmin e Salvin o. 


How did Varipapa get in volved in th e 
50-PLUS program? 
“I alway s bowled to keep active . . . to 
keep my self in good con dition , h ealth y an d 
h appy ,” say s An dy , wh o con siders bowlin g th e 
greatest in door sport. 
“ People ov er 50 eat too much, drink too 
much and don’t get enough ex ercise.” That’s 
what Varipapa is telling America's ov er-5 0- 
y ear-olds these day s. 
“ The truth of the matter,” he adds, 
is 
that after Americans reach 50 they start slow­ 
ing down on ev ery thing but food and drink and 
that’s why they are losing all the fun in life.” 
Th ere are an estimated 40 million Amer­ 
ican s over 50 an d An dy feels th at th e ‘Fifty -, 
Plus-Program’ of bowlin g every week is th e 
best way to get th em out of wh at h e calls th e 
’seden tary slump.’ 


Old tim ers wh o saw An dy Varipapa’s first 
ex h ibition in Kin gston h ave n ever forgotten it. 
We h ad booked h im in Kin gston , Newburgh 
an d Middletown . 
When Andy had settled down after arriv 
ing at the Silv er Palace on Albany Av enue 
Ex tension, the first thing he did was to 'check 
out’ the local hotshot. 
Th e h ottest bowler at th e momen t was 
th e late Ken Williams. “ Don ’t forget to poin t 
h im out to me wh en it’s h is turn to bowl me,’ 
Varipapa caution ed. Several bowlers rolled on e 
game each again st An dy an d th en came Wil­ 
liams’ turn s. 
A fluent, witty man, Varipapa turned to 
the huge crowd and said, “ Ladies and gentle­ 
men I understand this y oung man is y our best 
bowler so I’m going to honor him by letting 
him roll two games against me.” 
Ex h ibition bowlers were alway s seekin g 
to pile up teleph on e n umber averages an d 
avoid defeat at th e h an ds of local h otsh ots. 
Nobody wh o saw th at ex h ibition recalls Ken 
Williams’ scores, but n obody ever forgot th at 
An dy Varipapa rolled back-to-back 269s. 


As usual, An dy Varipapa will be an en gag­ 
in g, h umorous speaker Saturday n igh t. He’s 
n ot th e least bit bash ful about tellin g th e audi­ 
en ces h ow really great h e was in h is prime. 
It’s too late for th at n ow. 
“ They used to call me 'Mr. Bowler . . . 
The One and All . . . the Toscanini of the 
Lanes.’ ” he will remind him. 
And he’ll also tell those 50-plus guy s to get 
off their butts and start bowling.

ship,” said Vali. now 44. “ I told 
her to jump, but she was afraid 
to. Finally. I jumped, then she 
jumped and missed the life­ 


boat. I dove in after her and 
pulled her out ” 
After their rescue. Vali con­ 
tinued on to a vacation in Cana­ 
da. and Miss Ansuini went to 
stav with an uncle in San Jose. 
Calif. 
“ We wrote each other, then I 
came to California and married 
her seven months later,” Vali 
said.
